With respect to claims 35, 39 and 46, in addition to other elements in the claim 
respective claim the prior art does not teach an amplifier circuit having a coupling circuit 
to generated a distorted signal, wherein the couple circuit is capable of introducing a 
relatively small amount of power from input signal and further capable of reflecting the 
distorted signal generated by the circuit back onto the input signal path without being 
physically coupled to the input signal path, and wherein the coupling circuit includes a 
microstrip having a predefined shape and located a predetermined distance from the 
signal path.
